Today begins the season of Lent. 
Special rules and regulations for its 
observance by Catholics 
have 
been 
issued by Bishop Horstman, as 
fol­ 
lows: 


Ash Wednesday, the 
first day of 
Leat, falls this year on the 20th day 
of February. 


By indult of the holy 
see, 
dated 
Aug. 3, 1887, the following regulations 
for Lent are published in the diocese 
of Cleveland: 


1. All the days of Lent, except Sun 
days, are fast days of obligation 
2. All who have passed their twen 
ty-flr8t year and have not begun their 
sixtieth, are bound to keep the 
fast 
unless legitim ately dispensed. 
3. All bound to keep the fast shall 
make but one full meal a day, except 
on Sunday. 
4. The meal allowed on fast days is 
not to be taken until about noon. 
5. A small refreshment, commonly 
called collation, is allowed in the even­ 
ing. 
No general rule as to the quantity 
of food permitted at this time is or 
can be made. But the practice of good 
Catholics is, never to let it exceed the 
fourth part of an ordinary meal. 
6. When the principal meal cannot 
be taken at noon, the order may be 
Inverted md the collation can be taken 
at about noon and the dinner in the 
evening. 
7. In this diocese, 
bread, 
butter, 
cheese, milk, eggs and all 
kinds 
of 
fruits, vegetables and fish are allowed 
at the collation. 
6. By dispensation, the use of meat 
is allowed at any time on Sundays and 
once a day on 
Mondays, 
Tuesdays, 
Thursdays and Saturdays, with the ex­ 
ception of Ember Saturday (March 2). 
and Holy Saturday, (April 6.) 
9. On days, Sundays included, when 
permission is granted to 
eat 
meat, 
flesh and fish shall not be used at the 
same meal. 
ll. Necessity and custom have au­ 
thorised the use of lard or other fat 
rendered from any kind of meat, 
in­ 
stead of butter, in preparing fish, veg­ 
etables. etc. 


14. Persons dispensed from the obit 
gations of fasting on account of age 
hard labor, sickness, weak health, or 
any other reason, are not bound by the 
restriction of using meat only at one 
mea. on days when its use is granted 
by dispensation. Those who are oblig 
ed to fast are permitted to use meat 
only at one meal. 
15. It is recommended that on Good 
Friday the faithful abstain 
from 
the 
use of milk, butter and eggs. 
16. 
All who entertain any resaon- 
able doubt about their obligation 
to 
fast or abstain should apply to their 
confessor for advice or dispensation. 
To afford the faithful more 
abund­ 
ant opportunities to gain the graces of 
the Lenten season, it is hereby order­ 
ed that in addition to the usual Sun­ 
day devotions, Lenten services be held 
on two evenings of each week in all 
the churches where it is at all pos­ 
sible, and that after the Stations of 
the Cross an appropriate instruction 
or Benediction of the Blessed Sacra­ 
ment, be given. 
An instruction must 
be given at least on one of the 
two 
evenings. One of the Lenten sermons 
should be on marriage. 
The Good Friday offerings are de 
voted to the maintenance of the Holy 
Places in Palestine, as directed by our 
holy father, Leo XIII.

The trustees of the State Institution 
for the Blind held an im portant m eet­ 
ing on Monday. The plans for the im­ 
provement of the front of the building 
and the erection of a new portico, sub 
mitted by C. A. Stribling & Co., Colum­ 
bus, were approved, and Mr. Stribling 
was instructed to complete them in de­ 
tail. The improvements will cost be­ 
tween $3,500 and $4,000. 
The board also took the initial steps 
toward the building of a new industry. 
The laundry is now in the rear of the 
institution, and its location is objec­ 
tionable for various reasons. The plans 
for this contem plate the addition of a 
story to the engine house, which is in 
the rear of and apart from the main 
building, and in it will be 
placed the 
laundry and broom shop. The removal 
of the broom shop from its present lo­ 
cation will increase the capacity of 
the 
boys’ dormitory, which is now 
overcrowded. 
The 
legislature 
last 
year appropriated $7,000 for the new 
laundry. 
The fiscal year of the board closed 
yesterday, and the 
m em bers 
were 
much gratified to find a balance 
In 
each fund. 
Moreover, it has not been 
necessary to petition the state em er­ 
gency hoard for aid during the year, 
like many of the other state institu­ 
tions have done, and, altogether, the 
condition of affairs is generally satis­ 
factory. 
A num ber of minor improvements 
in the building are now in progress.
